Superintending School Committee 


OF THE 


Town of Rollinsford, for the Year Ending 
March, 1888. 


We do not feel called upon to make a very extended 
report, in regard to the condition of our schools for the 
past year. In nearly every instance, they have been well 
conducted, and that progress has resulted which might 
reasonably have been hoped tor. Very few changes in 
teachers have been made. It has been remarked in _pre- 
vious reports, and has shown itself this year more plainly 
than ever, that the continuous labor of a good, competent 
teacher, gives better results than frequent changes, and 
the making our schools a practice-ground for. beginners. 
The length of schools in all of the districts is sufficient, 
and if any money remains in the hands of the agents af- 
ter paying the regular school expenses, it should at once 
be expended for needed school furniture, maps, text-books, 
etc., rather than allow it to accumulate for some indefinite 
purpose, or to attempt to use it in extending the term of 
school beyond what is believed to be beneficial to the 
scholars. 

We have taken especial pains to Classify the scholars 
more carefully than they have been in previous years, and 
to keep them within the limits of their understanding. 
Also to have imparted to them such knowledge as_ will 
best fit them to deal with the practical . affairs that they 
may meet in active life. 
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Miss Olive L. Clark commenced the summer term in 
district No. 2, but owing to sickness, closed her work af- 
ter the first week. 

Miss Emma C. Smith finished the remaining part of the 
term, which was not as profituble to the school as was 
hoped for. Experience, energy, a willingness to la- 
bor, and a love for the work, are particularly necessary re- 
quisites on the part of the teacher, to success. | 

Miss Rebecca W. Folsom taught the fall term of this 
school, and gave entire satisfaction to all concerned. She 
is very much at home in the school room, and her normal 
school training, together with her natural aptitude to 
teach, make her well fitted for the duties of a teacher. 

The winter term was under the care of A. W. Pike. 

District No. 3 still retains as its teacher, Miss Ciara 
Roberts, who has, in her previous labors, been very ac- 
ceptable as teacher of this school, and has accomplished 
as much this year and given as good satisfaction as In any 
past year. 

The summer and fall terms in District No. 5 were 
taught by Mrs. Mary G. Bennett. On entering upon her 
duties, a lively interest for study was at once awakened in 
her pupils, and continued, unabated, during her stay. As 
a consequence, the scholars made rapid advancement. in 
the studies taugnt. 

Mr. Charles H. Fox kept the winter school, and seemed 
interested in his work. I noticed some as good scholars 
here as can be found in any other school in town: the 
classes in geography, particularly, did themselves much 
credit. 

Miss Rose Goodrich has been laboring in this district 
for the past three- years, and has done some excellent 
work. She is a good teacher, and the scholars under her 
care show good training and a correct understanding ot 
the studies pursued. A decided change in the appearance 
of school matters is to be seen here, and it is certainly 
very gratifying. -A new school-house has recently been 
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built, of which the district may feel justly proud. It is a 
fine lookiug, well built structure, and is now the best 
school-house in the old part of the town. It has all the 
- modern inventions adapted to school purposes, and the 

generosity and earnest efforts of the district in this di- 
rection, will find their reward in the ability of the teach- 
er to perform more fruitful labors, and of the scholars to 
accomplish more in their studies. All of our districts 
might improve the conditions of their school-houses in 
many important directions—as, for instance, in having 
more and better blackboards, the addition of good wall 
maps, globes and dictionaries for the teachers’ desks, a 
few settees, chairs;.and other articles which good judg- 
ment may suggest. 

Our schools can never arrive to that degree of perfec- 
tion that is desirable, until there is a better understanding 
between the teacher and parent than now exists. It is no 
uncommon circumstance for a teacher to take charge of a 
school, and keep it through a term, or perhaps a whole 
year, without forming the slightest acquaintance of any 
of the parents of the children whom he instructs from 
day to day. This is decidedly wrong. Every parent 
knows where to find the teacher, and should call at his 
school often, and make inquiries concerning the deport- 
ment, progress and interest that his children are taking 
in their studies, and should thus show the teacher 
that he is alive with interest for the success and 
advancement of those whom he has entrusted to 
his care. Ought we not, as parents, to show as 
much anxiety for the growth and development of the 
minds of our children, as we would if we had a fine colt 
which we had given into the hands of the horseman to be 
trained? What owner of such an animal but would often 
call on his trainer, and make inquiries of his success with 
his charge—what he thought of his make, of his speed, 
and future possibilities, etc.? And can it be possible 
that any parent can be less concerned in the training and 
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development of the immortal mind of his child, that is 
destined to an eternal existence, than he would be in the 
physical training of the brute that perisheth !

March, 1885. 


Our schools for the year terminated Friday, March 2d. 
The spring term of the Primary school was kept by Miss 
Josie Davis; the autumn term by Miss Lizzie A. Malloy, 
and the winter term by Miss Nellie F. Lord. This was 
Miss Lord’s first experience asa teacher. She has 
shown good natural aptitude for teaching and managing 
small children, and her success has been such as to justify 
high hopes in regard to her labors for the future. 

The Intermediate school throughout the year has been 
taught by Miss Anna L. Wentworth. Miss Wentworth 
is quite abreast of the times as a teacher and is doing 
splendid work. 

The Grammar school for the first term was taught by 
Miss Ida Clements. Miss Clements services ending with 
this term, at her own request, have always been highly 
satisfactory to the district. Miss Ella KE. Knowlton has 
kept the school for the two last terms. Miss Knowlton 
came to the situation with zeal, energy, experience and 
fine intellectual qualfication ; as might be expected she has 
been successful. The district is pleased at the spectacle 
of thorough, accurate and judicious work. These three 
schools, for the first time in their history, are now taught 
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by native or Salmon Falls teachers. The people of Sal- 
mon Falls will be fortunate if they can retain their ser- 
vices. 

The High school has been taught for the year by Mr. 
Albert Somes. Mr. Somes, as in other years, has pur- 
sued the even tenor of his way, doing good, persistent, 
thorough work. It is high praise that the school is good 
enough to call in some twelve or fifteen scholars from 
territory outside of the district, and most of them out of 
town. The present may be regarded as a_ high water 
mark in the excellence of our schools. It hay always 
been the pride and bost of our little village that the 
schools were as good to say the least as those in the larger 
towns and cities around us. —
